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Curious fact, that a foft jelly-like fub- 
ftance, fuch as fhells originate from, 
(hould at laft refolve ‘nto a fub- 
ftance fo hardas marble: yet it is 
certain that iflands and mountains are 
the produ€tion of /:fe, and that the 
fame life which firft formed thoflé 
maffes ftill continues to encreafe them, 
or to form others ; even the far-fam- 
ed rock of Gibraltar is of animal pro- 
duction. From the above it appears 
that animals have a power or procefs 
by which they are enabled to form 
caleareous earth out of their blood ; 

and it is ceftain that fome animals 
poffets this power ina more eminent 
degree than others: an oyfter, for 
inftance, is able to form more of this 
fubftance in proportion to its fize than 
a man ora horfe, although by the 
moft exact analyfis of the ‘blood and 
fleth of oyfters, we are unable to éx- 
tract one particle of calcareous earth. 
If we analize them indeed by a ve 

ftrong heat, we may obtain ‘both py 
caréous earth and iron; although 
none of thefe fubftances will be found 
if the analyfis 1 is made by feagents, 
i. é. marine acid, aqua fortis, &c. 
from which I infer, that if any cal- 
careous earth is found in them, it is 
formed during the decompofition. 
All fhell-fith will live, grow, and 
muluply, while fed upon nothing 
but pure water. Having faid that 
all calcareous earth is the production 
of life, it remains to thew how this 
earth, when expofed m certain fitu- 
ations, is capable of affuming that 
ftony hardneis which enables it to 
take fo fine a polith, and liow the 
particles of this earth are brought in- 
to fo clofe a contaét. We have faid 
that all calcareous earth Which we 
find in this globe has beety formed by 
animal life ; and that we hive reafon 
to believe eh wherever this particu~ 
lar earth is to be found, ali hough it 
fhould be on the top of the highett

‘The free cir- 
culation of air is interrupted by the 
houfes : and the atmofphereis necefla- 
rily corrupted by the noxious particles 
which are exhaled from the dirt, the 
fewers, and the various mafles of pu- 
trefaction that abound in every quar- 
ter. ‘lhis foetrd exhalation 1s parti- 
cularly offenfive to thoie who enjoy 
far from the metropolis the advantage 
of a purer air. 

In the fquares, and in fome_ new 
{ftreets, fuch as Je Rue Royale, the 
houfes are uniformly handfome. But 
in the reft of the town a ftrange in-. 
equality ftnkes the obferver. Near 
the hotel of a nobleman the cobler 
holds his wretched ftall ; and the dir- 
ty fhop of a tallow-chandler, a dyer, 
or a butcher, is adjacent to a prince’s 
refidence. But the ftreet is not often 
graced with the front of the hotel of 
aperfon of rank. A clumfy coach- 
way, under which the Swifs in his 
gaudy faith ftands to deny admittance, 
or to receive ceremonious mefiages, 
leads toa gloomy court, furrounded 
by a manfion three ftories high. Of 
thefe buildings the windows are out 
of proportion, with the fame imper- 
fections as we obierved at Chantilly, 
and the frames do not appear to come 
in contaét with the painter’s bruth 
more than once ortwice ina centu- 
ry: 

To the narrownefs of the ftreets 
muft be attributed the want of a con- 
venience that renders thofe of London 
fo delightful to @ foreigner. ‘The 
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want of foot-paths fubjects. the walk- 
er to the conitant danger of being run 
over by the calriages chat often drive 
clofe ‘to the houfes*. As the gutters 
ate in the middle, the biats of ever 
foot and. of every wheel naturally 

tends to the fame point ; and, in frof- 
vs weather, dreadtu! and numerous 
are the accidents that reiult from the 
nature of that declwity. Im the Rue 
de la Comedie Fr ange toot paths 
have been made; but the flones are 
{mall and rough. they are raifed 
too ligh above the middle of the ftreet, 
from which they are feparated by 
thick ftone pofts. ‘Thefe prevent the 
facility of flepping into a carriage, 
and wnaceouwmably dnninith the 
breadth of the road. 

The nature of the carriages, and 
the manner of driving, render the ti- 
tuation of the fovt-paflanger often 
diftrefing. Even from the carts, 
which, though narrow, are contide- 
rably longer than ours, many incon- 
vemiences are experienced 1 in the turns 
and windings. ‘The number of one 
horfe chaifes 1s almoit incredible. 
‘hey are made fo ftrong and heavy, 
that the thatts are frequently put into 
a fore-carriage with a coach box, and 
form a chariot. [hey are only fit to 
be ufed in Paris, as they are too heavy 
fer journeys. The owners drive 
themielves full-drefPabout the town 
in the morning, and to public places 
inthe evemng. A fervant generally 
atrends behind, ftanding on a foot- 
board covered with a leather culhien. 
As the matter rides with great veloci- 
ty, the man is fo difagrceably jolted, 
that he feems every moment in danger 
of being laid ; the pavement.

Account of the Marquis De Valad:i. 
ODEFROI IZARN, marquis 


de Valadi, wasa native of that 
diitriét of France, which, under the 
old government was called La Ruer- 
gue, and which is now included in the 
department of L’Aveiron. His fami- 
ly was rich, noble, and ancient ; but 
having been for many years refident 
on its eftate, in a remote province, 
it was unknown at Verfailles; and 
was confequently excluded from the 
favours a honours fo liberally be- 
ftowed upon more affiduous courtiers. 
To relieve it from this obfcurity, Va- 
ladi’s father fought an alliance with 
fome family potfefled of what was 
called i//uffration at court ; and pitch- 
ed upon that of the comte de Vau- 
dreuil, then in high favour with the 
ueen. Nor didthe count hefitate to 
accept for his fon-in-law a young mau 
wlio was heir to an eftate much lar- 
ger thanhis own. In confequence of 
this agreement between the two fa- 
thers, mademoifelle de Vaudreuil and) 
roung Valadi were married, when 
ies age did not exceed thirteen, oe

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when he had fearcely numbered three 
years more. 

Endowed by nature with ftrong fa- 
culties and an exalted imagination, 
Valadi while growing up to man- 
hood, imbibed trom the ancient au- 
thors a love of philofophy, an ardent 
paffion for hberty, aud a romantic 
turn of mind. This dif (poition ac- 
corded i}] with the ieventy ot an un- 
feeling father, with the br utal tyranny 
of a pedantic tutor, and wit h the ar- 
bitrary manner in which his hand had 
becn difpofed of, and his aftections 
pledged to a young woman, whoie 
moral qualities bore no refemblance 
to hisown. ‘He wanted a foul,’ he 
faid, ‘and they had givenhim nothing 
but a body.’ Fis refentment at the 
ill treatment he had received, increa{- 
ed with Increafing years ; while his 
ipirits, which were naturally high, 
fubfided into a deep and liftlefs melan- 
choly, from which the neceffity of 
exertion, or fome incident more than 
commonly pieaiant, alone could rouie 
him. Jn his moments of dejeétion, 
it was painful to be in his fociety.— 
Hie was as wayward as achid: but 
when he tuddenly ftarted into his fub- 
limer moods, his fights of fancy 
were equally lofty, delig ntful and ec- 
centric. 

Such was his flate of mind when, 
in the year 1766, he refolved io ei- 
cape from a kingdom of whote arti- 
ficial manners he had been the victim, 
and to deck for more fimple habits of 
life, and tor fouls more congenial, in 
countries reputed to be free. With 
this view he came to England, be: Ing 
at that time about nineteen years of 
age.

continnally oceafion its change ef 
place; the air of large towns would 
probably foon ber: OmMC unfit for reipi- 
riuion. Winds bring us the pure an 
of the country, and take av may that 
from which the vital air has been ina 
ereat meafure extracted; but ftill, 
from the immenfe guanuty of fuel 
which is daily burnt, and the number 
of people breathing in large towns, 
the air very icon becomes j uNpure. 

‘From the greater purity of the aig 
ln the country, “proceeds the rofy bloona 
found in the rural cottage, ah we 
in vain look for in the ftately palace, 
or the fpkendid drawing-room. Here 
then are reafons for preferring the 
country, which no one wil difpute.’ 

And lus advice to thofe whofe oc- 
cupations do not permit them to quit 
fuch fituations, is equally deferving of 
notice. 

‘They fhould make frequent ex- 
curfions into the cqumry, or to fuch 
fitu®ions as w.'l enable them to en- 
jov, and io breathe air of a little 
| nore 
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more purity. I fay enjoy, for who 
that has been for fome time fhut up 
in the town, without breathing the 
pure air of the country, does not feel 
his fpirits revived the moment he 
emerges from the azote of the town. 
Let not therefore, if poffibie, a fingle 
day pafs, without enjoying, if but for 
an hour, the pure air of the country. 
Doing this, only for a fhort time every
